Any appraisal of this record-breaking distribution of the 
Jord of God must return to the spiritual motivation found 
n the Book itself: “A sower went forth to sow.” This has 
lways been the motivation of the Bible Society in seeking 
o fulfill its sole purpose—to bring the Scriptures to 
jumanity. It is necessary, however, from time to time to 
eexamine the processes and procedures used to implement 
his purpose. With boldness and vision the Executive 
fficers began such a review more than a year ago. 
It was bold because it called for a reorganization of the 
atterns in U.S.A. distribution that had been in effect for 
ty years. It set up three Regional Offices and redefined 
he responsibilities of the National Distribution Secretaries 
long functional lines of service to the churches and com- 
unities. 

It had vision because it faced realistically the economic, 
political, social and religious problems not only within the 
nation but overseas and looked upon obstacles as oppor- 
tunities for service. It set forth new patterns of distribution 
based upon expressions of need from the field, with special 
emphasis on creative free distribution and enlarged use 
of colporteurs and lay volunteers from the churches. 
It moved swiftly, with faith beyond budget allocation, to 
meet the threats of embargoes and import restrictions.

new methods as carried out by a committed Bible Society - 
staff in 75 countries and territories on five continents and’.

There are, however, other concerns in such an appraisal 
that go far deeper than organization, methods or person= ° - 
nel. e 

It would be impossible to answer our question’ as to 
exactly how many individuals were reached for the" first 
time. Nevertheless, reports from the field. indicaté that 
whenever a church or a community of churches undertakes 
a campaign of evangelism within our nation or overseas, 
or a Bible-reading and sharing program in this. country, 
there is a building up of the spiritual life of those who « 
participate. The increase in the mass distribution. of. 
Scripture Portions also indicates that thousands of uncom- 
mitted souls are being reached through campaigns con-. 
ducted by pastors, missionaries, evangelists, voluntary, mee 
workers and colporteurs. The demand for New Testaments: ° 
reveals that some of the seed has fallen on good ground. and ~ 
that the inquiries have moved from mere curiosity to seck- 
ing of further truth. The increasing requests for Bibles are 
a sure indication of a growing Church. Bringing the whole 
Gospel to the whole world with concern and compassion is 
the timeless task of the Bible Society.

HE time is seven o’clock of an evening in the closing 
decade of the last century—‘‘The gay nineties.”? The 
cene is an old-fashioned dining room of a home located 
na small, mid-New Hampshire manufacturing town. The 
yellow glow of a kerosene lamp, ceiling-hung over the 
ining table, lights the central table. About it are seated 
he dramatis personae, Papa, Mama, four children, three 
oys and a girl each a year apart in age, little steps of 
aturing humanity. A grandma, an aunt, or both, and 
nN occasion some woman who helped with the housework 
re sometimes present, or other company. 

Supper over, Papa says, ‘Son, get the Book.” Off one 

fus goes to the parlor, takes the Bible off the table, and 
eturning hands it to Papa. 
_ Opening the Book, he reads, maybe a psalm, a part of 
ome hero story, a parable of Jesus’, a chapter from Paul, 
ll according to what he had been following on previous 
venings. For, though Papa read here and there in the 
ible, he never read haphazardly. He read consecutively 
hatever he had selected for the time being to read. Then, 
he reading over, all knelt by their chairs, and Papa offered 
he family prayer. On arising Papa took the Book, and, 
sually singing a stanza of some well-known hymn, for he 
ad a fine tenor voice, he carried the Book back to the 
arlor table. 

Every night, six nights a week, this ritual was faithfully 
epeated. Nothing was ever allowed to interrupt it or set it 
side, not even the night the lamp shade caught fire! 
othing except Sunday. The whole family having attended 
unday school and church, where the lesson, the Psalter 
election, and the chapter from the pulpit added three 
ore readings to the weekly total, Papa omitted family 
rayers on Sunday night. I first heard the daily readings 
hile still lying in the cradle. This means that by my 
wenty-first year, when I left home to attend school, I had 
eard Papa give some six thousand readings of the Holy 
ord at evening meals. Six thousand readings can cover 
lot of Bible many times over! 

And what enchanting reading it was! Quiet and with- 
mut dramatics, there was never a dull moment when Papa 
ead the Bible. ‘“‘In the beginning God created the heavens 
nd the earth.” I saw the universe come spinning from the 
aa of God, the earth take form, the stars burst into shin- 
ng, the animals come forth ‘“‘each after its kind,” and man 
inally stand erect, exercising “‘dominion over ... every 
iving thing that moveth upon the earth.” I saw Abraham 
eave Ur of the Chaldees; sojourn in Haran; gather his clan 
1nd move out across the desert ‘‘not knowing whither he 
vent,” driving his cattle, sheep, goats, and camels on the 
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trek to the Promised Land. I dreamed young Joseph’s 
dreams, cringed when he was kidnapped and sold a slave 
to Potiphar in Egypt. I rejoiced when he rose to be chief 
slave, was horrified when Mrs. Potiphar wronged him and 
he was cast into prison. I delighted when Pharaoh sum- 
moned him from that ‘‘miserable hole’? and elevated him 
to be viceroy over the land. I watched Nehemiah’s war- 
riors, sword in one hand and mason’s trowel in the other, 
rebuild the shattered walls of Jerusalem and secure the 
Holy City against plotting Sanballat and his evil hosts. 

I heard Israel sing the Psalms, the hymns of the Temple. 
“The Lord is my Shepherd”’; ‘‘Bless the Lord, O my soul”; 
“Lord, Thou hast been our dwelling place in all genera- 
tions’’; ‘‘As the hart panteth after the water brooks”; ‘““O 
Lord, Thou hast searched me, and known me’; ... on 
and on through a hundred ringing rhythms. I heard Jesus 
shout, “Lazarus! come forth!’ I heard Him tell His para- 
bles: ‘‘A certain man had two sons’’; ‘“There was a certain 
rich man”; ‘““The kingdom of heaven is like yeast.” I 
watched Him still the storm and lay His hands on little 
children. I saw His head droop as He died on the cross, 
and I beheld Him risen from the tomb. 

I listened to Peter preach at Pentecost, marveled at the 
two-week storm which shipwrecked Paul on Malta’s rocky 
shore. I heard Paul dictate his letters: ‘“‘Love suffereth 
long and is kind’’; ‘Quench not the spirit’’; ‘““Other foun- 
dation can no man lay than that is laid, which is in Jesus 
Christ.’ I heard the ringing roll of the martyrs in Hebrews 
and saw Revelation’s New Jerusalem descending out of 
heaven “‘like as a bride adorned for her husband.” Oh! 
it was exciting when Papa read the Bible! 
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Children like this youngster will feel the loss of Miss Barrett. They need encouragement in 
learning to read the Bible with their fingers. 


[3 April, the Bible Society completed 126 years of 


service to the sightless. During the century and a 
quarter the Society continued to increase its publica- 
tion and distribution of the Scriptures in many lan- 
guages for those who read with their finger tips. The 
Bible Society’s Work for the Blind was emphasized 
this year at the biennial convention of the American 
Association of Instructors for the Blind, Nashville, 
Tennessee; at the annual convention of the American 
Association of Workers for the Blind, Miami Beach, 
Florida; and also for the first time at Chautauqua, 
New York. Many churches and Sunday schools made 
“The Bible for the Blind” their project this year. 
Numerous letters reveal the increasing interest in and 


ie 


needs of the Bible in Braille and on Talking Book 
records, not only in English but in many other 
languages. First editions for the year include the pro- 
duction of the Small Volume of Scripture Passages in. 
Swatow Chinese on 17 Talking Book records; the 
Gospels of Matthew (4 records) and Mark (3 records) 
in Spanish; and the volume containing Joshua, 


Judges and Ruth in Armenian Braille. 


Beginning in 1835 through September 30, 1960, 
a grand total of 831,642 embossed volumes and 
Talking Book records was distributed to the blind 
around the world. The Society has distributed the 


Scriptures to the blind in more than 42 languages 
and systems. 
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HE Board of Managers and staff of the So- 
ciety mourn the loss of one of their most devoted 
and effective colleagues in the Society’s activities. 
On March 9 Shirley Ruth Barrett, Secretary of 
the Society’s Work for the Blind, died after a 
few weeks of illness. 

Miss Barrett had entered the service of the 
Society March 1, 1924, as assistant to Dr. Lewis 
_B. Chamberlain, Recording Secretary, then ad- 
ministering the service to the blind. Here her 
sympathetic nature, her technical skill and ac- 
curacy and her capacity for meeting challenges 
-found wide scope. From then until her death she 
was the right hand of the successive Recording 
Secretaries, keeping the Board’s records and 
supervising their production. 

Her great contribution, however, was in her 
devotion to the needs of the blind, for whom she 
learned New York Point and Braille in order to 
correspond with them. How significant was Miss 
Barrett’s achievement we realize when we dis- 
cover that whereas the Society’s distribution of 
Scriptures for the blind had for the century pre- 
vious reached some 121,000, under her hand 
their annual circulation attained a fourteen-fold 
increase. 

In 1937 she began the circulation of Talking 
Book records, now at a total of over 433,000. 
Her sympathy for blind pastors and Sunday- 
school teachers led to the ten-volume Braille Con- 
cordance. That the blind might share in the 
Annual Bible Reading, she issued regularly in 
Braille the ‘‘bookmark”’ list. Alert to the needs of 
the blind abroad after the last war, she made 
shipments of Braille paper possible to Japan, 
Korea, Germany and Finland. She brought 
about the first Spanish New Testament in Braille 
and helped in the production of one or more 
Gospels or the Volume of Selected Passages in 
Portuguese, Arabic, Greek, Siamese, Modern 
Armenian and Swatow Chinese. 

All this involved extended correspondence, 
contracts for production, supervision of stock, 
speaking for the cause and voluminous corre- 
spondence with blind persons which brought her 
special joy. Surely these thousands, of many 
tongues and races, would rise up and call her 
blessed! 

She also kept the books of the Society for Pro- 
viding Evangelical Religious Literature for the 


Blind for nearly forty years. She was a director 
of the John Milton Society and often a delegate 
to conventions of similar agencies. 

No one has expressed more perceptively the 
character and inner spirit of Miss Barrett than 
her friend Miss Helen Keller, when presenting to 
Miss Barrett in 1959 the distinguished Migel 
Medal for outstanding service to the blind. Wrote 
Miss Keller: ‘““The beauty of your work is that 
you do it for the blind, not simply because they 
lack sight, but because you love them as human 
beings and you sense their spiritual needs as your 
own... Asif you were not already engaged in an 
enormous task, you have learned Braille, so that 
you might encourage blind persons to master it 
and reshape their lives in rehabilitation! Your 
wide achievements and continued self-denial for 
the victims of fate kindle the utmost appreciation, 
but besides that, your sweet personality and com- 
prehension of genuinely humane nature form a 
close bond between you and those you serve.” 

On March 9th, still in that spirit of gentleness 
and love and courage, Shirley Ruth Barrett left 
us for the Kingdom of Light in which the Lord 
reigns, in whom she placed her trust and to whom 
we render our gratitude for her. 


ROM the Bible the church draws its teachings and 
EF claims God Incarnate as its Lord and Head. Yet 
there seems to be great latitude in dynamic use of 
the Bible. The United Bible Societies, twenty-three as- 
sociated national Societies, are naturally determined 
to find out what happens to the thirty million Scrip- 
tures distributed by them annually. They ask such 
questions as, ‘““How many people read the distributed 
books? How many find them relevant to their lives in 
the modern world?” It is hardly sufficient to survey 
current religious literature, examining carefully the 
education curricula of the denominations and perus- 
ing decisions made at conventions which restate mat- 
ters of faith and practice. It is far more the concern 
of the Societies to encourage deeper interest in study 
of the Scriptures. 

There has been some evidence of spiritual renewal 
within the church and of resurgent interest in Biblical 
studies. The examples from Europe of ‘house 
churches,” the Kirchentag, Biblionoches, Kerk en 
Wereld, and in this country of small-group Bible 
studies, planned Bible readings and correspondence 
courses, may all serve as encouraging signs. Other 
hopes of renewal appear in the strategy of reaching 
difficult areas, such as industrial sections of large 
cities, interracial, intercultural populations, suburb- 
ias, inner-city situations. 

The survey conducted during Sunday morning 
worship in several churches throughout Ohio during 
1960 revealed that twenty-seven percent of an aver- 
age congregation reads the Bible daily; fifty-four 
percent, quite regularly; seventeen percent, seldom, 
and two percent, not at all. Only twenty percent of 
the people had any systematic study approach to the 
Bible individually or as families. About sixty-one 
percent believed the Bible to be the Word and will 
of God for everyone. 

Far more serious than a statistical survey like this 
is the picture of the Biblical delinquency in man’s

relationship to God and spiritual responsibility. If 
Christians find little urgency in seeking fellowship 
with God in His Word, one can surely suspect little 
depth, besides, in what people now call “revival.” 
From church questionnaires generally received, lay- 
men feel the Bible is the minister’s Book, with little or 
no contemporary message and no “‘Word” that de- 
mands obedience. In order to extend this concern 
the United Bible Societies have projected a Study of 
the Place and Use of the Bible in the Churches. 

Hundreds of churches of every kind of ministry in 
Europe, Asia, Africa, South and North America 
were selected for information. Among them were 
“younger churches” in Africa and Asia; the oldest 
churches in Central Europe; churches under the heel 
of communism; struggling churches in South Amer- 
ica. ‘Those in the United States were in eighteen. 
major denominations in declining rural America and 
in growing suburbia; in rich, sophisticated metropol- 
itan communities; in inner-city and interracial areas. 
Three essentials for Bible study appeared in most 
churches participating. The first may be called a 
matter of technique. It became evident that good 
Bible-study experience has to be planned for and 
prayed for. The Bible is laid open to a given congre- 
gation so as to involve it in its ‘new world” (a Karl 
Barth term) and find in it the will and plan of God. 
Secondly, there thus can develop a plan to return 
“the whole Bible to the whole church.” The third 
essential is the sense of Biblical authority—of the 
Book as addressing itself to people’s problems of to- 
day. It is, however, what a congregation holds the 
Bible to be that is revealed in the fervor with which 
it uses the Book. 

This prospectus of the Study of the Place and Use 
of the Bible in the Churches concludes with a simple 
imperative: Share the Bible! because within the 


family of God no greater sharing can occur than our 
best use of the Bible.
